“ I feel like cry ing when I pass my o ld ho me.” 
“ I felt like my heart was taken o ut o f nie." 
The so ria! scientists who co ndu cted the Bo sto n po ll were blunt 
in their finding s: “ Pro po nents o f u rban renewal pro jects so metimes 
reaso n the u pro o ted peo ple wo uld benefit fro m slu m clearance and 
fo rced relo catio n. . . . fo r the majo rity o f families inv estig ated, 
this assu mptio n has no t been bo rne o ut. . . . lhe residents o f an 
area like Bo sto n's West End . . . lo o k o n it no t as a slu m . . . bu t 
as ho me.” 
The Ho u se District o f Co lu mbia co mmittee has co ndu cted an 
ex tensiv e pro be o f the u rban renewal pro g ram in the* natio n's capi­ 
tal. They receiv ed the fo llo wing testimo ny fro m a v eteran so cial 
wo rker. M an C. Cav anag h: 
“ I have do ne social wo rk In this co untry and in Eu ro pe, bo th in 
peace time and in war time, and I hav e nev er seen su ch misery , 
injustice and hardship inflicted o n a po pu latio n by its o wn g o v ern­ 
ment. I roallv believ e that if G e n . Mac.Vrthu r's co mmand had in­ 
flicted this much hardship on a co nqu ered enemy in Japan, there 
would have been an Immediate o utcry fro m all o v er the civ ilized 
world.” 
The following cases, assembled by Miss Cav anag h, are all to o 
ty pical of urban rene wal abuses thro u g ho u t the co u ntry : 
•Two elderly sisters o wned and o perated a ro o ming ho u se that 
u rban renewal planners marked fo r co ndemnatio n. The ro o mers 
were no tified hy the Redev elo pment Land Ag ency to leav e the 
ho u se, thus depriv ing the sisters o f inco me. The sisters were per­ 
mitted to stay at their ho me, pending relo catio n, pay ing rent to the 
RLA. When the heating sy stem failed, the REA refu sed to make re­ 
pairs. Sho rtly thereafter the water pipes fro ze and flo o ded the 
premises. One o f the sisters fell ill and died in (he u nhealed ho use. 
The o ther sister was relo cated by the g o v ernment in a tenement 
o v erru n by rats. 
*A Neg ro family o f 12 was no tified by the RLA that its ho me 
wo uld he taken o v er hy the g o v ernment. They were info rmed they 
co u ld be relo cated o nlv if they wo uld g iv e away two o f their chil­ 
dren. Fo rtu nately , the family was able to find ho u sing facilities o f 
its o wn but was fo rced to mo v e fro m Washing to n. 
*A preg nant mo ther was ev icted with her six children o n a co ld, 
sno wy day . The mo ther slept that nig ht in an o ld car and the chil­ 
dren in a shed. A y o u ng wo man ev icted by the Federal planners 
took refu g e In an abando ned building . She died 21 ho u rs later. 
^The establishment o f an ag ing merchant was sei/i'd by the REA. 
The man was crestfallen, co nfiding to asso ciates that he did no t 
see ho w he eo uld g o witho ut his jo b o f 4> y ears. In less than a 
mo nth he was dead.

Here are 2 BOBBIN TIPS for 
all y ou “sew-ers": Keep a bobbin 
filled with ny lon thread handy to 
use whenever y ou have gathering 
to do. This ty pe thread slips more 
easily and is almost impossible 
to break. The color of the thread 
doesn’t usually make a difference 
since it will be on the bottom side 
and is almost alway s completely 
covered. 


And before putting any thread 
on a bobbin, draw several inches 
of it thm a red cray on. When red 
thread appears, y ou know it’s 
time to rewind bobbin. 


You'll spread ICING ON YOUR 
CAKE more easily if y ou sprinkle 
the top of it with flour as soon 
as it's turned from the pan. When 
ready to ice, wipe off most of 
the flour. 


Nothing is worse than to be all 
dressed up—and have forgotten 
to POLISH YOUR SHOES. Not 
only do well-shined shoes look 
more attractive, but they ’ll last 
longer; and when property pol­ 
ished, they ’re waterproof, or rea­ 
sonably so.
